F EXPLANATION CP PROPOSED REGULATION 
CN CUSTOMS TREATMENT OF PASSENGER BAGCACE 


General Purposes. 

The proposed Regulation would contribute to the convenience of passengers are 
riving from foreign ecuntries, by permitting the collection of duties on such 
articles in their baggage as may be subject to duty, at the time and place of 
arrival, Under the Regulations now in force all dutiable articles mot be trans- 
ferred to the Customs House for collection of duty in accordance with the somewhat 
complicated procedure for regular ccmmercial importations, This means that a 
passenger arriving at an alr port must go to tho Customs louse, which may be a 
considerable distance away, ani spend a day or so clearing his baggage, This 
causes a loss of time and considerable inconvenience, ‘he passenger is very apt 
to feel badly treated, especially if, as so often happens, the amount payable is 
small, While the provisions of the proposed Regulations are reasonably clear and 
will I hope be fairly well understood by Customs officials, a brief explanation 
of each paragraph is given below, 


Paracrach 1. 

This werely carries out the main purposes mentioned aiove, Among other things, 
it would permit collecting duty on baggage at night at such air ports as have 
employees on duty, This is not permitted under present regulations, 


Tarserach 2. 

Tt is the usual practice to provide a special room for the examination of pass- 
enger baggage. The facilities vary, hence it seems advisable to give the Directcr 
of the Port authority to designate the places at, or as near the air or sea ports 
as possible, 

The Regulation applies to pilgrims as well as other passengers, Tach class 
of passengers vill be given exenrtion on vhatever articles are preseribed as exeupt 
in the Tariff, 





The amount of duty collected on passenger baggage is very smal] in the agere- 
gate. However, in order not to leave a wide open door for smuggling, especially 
valuables such as diamonds, jewelry or prohibited goods such as narcotics, Customs 
must examine al) baggage, The dutiable articles of small value which the ordin- 
ary traveller carries cov)d be taken care of by the Customs officers assigned. 
However, when the traveller has articles of large value, it would seem advisable 
to transfer the transaction to the reeular Customs House, hence the transactions 
which ean be carried on under this proposed Regulation are limited to those which 
involve 100 rtyals or lees duty. 


Paragraph 4. 
The most important part of this paragraph is the provision for the use of the 


Baggage Entry form of documentation, This conforms te the proposal made in the 
Preliminary Report of May 2@ for the use of the Bill of Entry for all other imports 
and te the simplified procedure which it permits, 

(a) The important point here is the provision which dispenses with the in 
voice for passenger baggage and removes the present penalty for the non-submission 
of an invoice, This is in keeping with the usual practice of other countries and 
conforms also to the habits of travellers, Very few travellers who wuld be af- 
fected by this Regulation have invoices covering the few dutiable articles in their 
baggage and it would appear unjust to them to be charged double duty, However, 
in appraisal of ad valorem goods, this wuld not proelude consideration by Custons 
of such invotees passengers happen to havo, 


Paragranh 5. 
This paragraph would give the Director of a port some latitude in deciding how 


often deposits would be made by collectors assigned to air ports since it might well 
be that the small receipts would not justify the trouble involved in daily deposits,

They are now 
the bathroom fixtures, kitchen sinks, ete, We informed Mr, Page 
that it was absolutely essential to the success "of the Point 4 Program that 
at least some of these a ts be made ready for occupancy on or before Oct. 
1, The refrigerators, electric stoves ami ar conditioning mits have been 
purchased in Jidda and Mr. Page was requested that immediate steps be taken to 
have them placed in the respective apartments, 


The electric supply in Jidda, as you know, is very meagre. The question 
of comecting this apartment house with the City current was today discussed 
with Mr. Shoup of the Jidda Electric Company, We mate arr to meet him 
at 3.00 FM and go to the apartment house and make an inspection as to the best 
and quickest way of connecting with the City current. After locking the place 
over Mr, Shoup stated that he would issue orders to have another electric pole 
placed in front of the house and the necessary transformer equipment placed 
thereon at the earliest possible date. 

The electric plant at Jidda has a capacity of 2400 kw's and at the present 
they are carrying a load of approximate!y 2200 kw's, The main diffulty 
here with obtaining electric current is that the Jidca Electric Company has so 
ay ae Mea catia toh vie Gund? eebiits ide tho UE dentine 
do very much in connection with other requests mde for similar service, fe 
also informed us that thore is a great shortage of transformers, An order 
has been placed in the States, but the transformers will not arrive here for at

We also discussed with Mr. Page the feasibility of purchasinga generator 
from Burope for use at the apartment house, and it was more or less the cone 
sensus of opinion that this will probably be the best and only solution to 
insure adequate electic current. It was felt that the cost of such a generator 
could be saved within a period of less than two years. The lease for the 
apartment house runs from September 14, 1952 to September 14, 1955, At the 
end of this lease the generator could be used elsewhere by TCA or turned over 
to the Embassy for the purpose of furnishing additional or reserve electric 
current. 


Last week the Embassy moved from its old quarters to the new building 
which is now located between 4 and 5 miles from this office, They have at the 
present time no water connection and are trucking all their water supply both 
for the Embassy and the houses of the Embassy staff which have been constructed 
in and around the Embassy building, In addition, they have no air-conditioning 
or electric lighting for the Embassy building, but some of the new house which 
are now occupied heve a temporary arrangement for electric current furnished by 
a small generator, Mr. Page informed us that it is not at all satisfactory as 
the generator furnishing this current is too small for the load required and 
is therefore out of order for repairs for longer periods than it is actually 


working. 


At the apartment house it will also be necessary to truck the witer supply 
from the wells in Jidda or near by, as there is insufficient water at the pree 
gent time to furnish all buildings in Jidda, In addition, it is question of 
time as to when this apartment would be allowed to connect with the City water 
main, Hore again it being the question of the buildings owned and/or oocupied 
by the Royal Family being given the preference. In this connection, you will 
recall that wo gave Dr, Fisher a memorandum concerning the purchase of a 2,000 
gallon water truck for the purpose of trucking water to this apartment house. 

Mr, Page also informed us thet the Embassy will have to continue to truck 
its water supply both for the Embassy ami dwellings due to the fact that they 

t 2 miles from the City water main and no one can guess 
when a line would get down to the Rubassy,
